ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 10.— Gov. 
Eugene Talmadge, critic of the 
New Deal, was defeated for the 
Democratic nomination for, United 
States Senator yesterday by Rich- 
ard B. Russell Jr. incumbent, and 
Roosevelt supporter. Democratic 
nomination is tantamount to elec- 
tion. 

Talmadge, his candidate to suc- 
ceed him as Governor and _ six 
others he backed for State offices 


were defeated by popular margins 
running up to two to one. 

Russell, tenth southern Demo- 
cratic Senator to be renominated 
this year, made loyalty to the Pres- 
ident the basis of his fight. It was 
the first political setback for Tal- 
madge, who has fought Roosevelt 
for nearly two years. 

Russell carried 134 of the State’s 
159 counties and polled 202,402 votes 
to Talmadge’s 25 counties and 105,- 
120 votes. Talmadge carried 156 
counties in his campaign for Gov- 
ernor two years ago. 

Under the county unit system by 
which nominees are named in Geor- 
gia, Russell had 360 unit votes to 


50-for’Paimadge. Two hundred six 


votes are needed for nomination. 

Russell, a 38-year-old bachelor, 
said the main issue in the race was 
whether the people would “slap 
President Roosevelt in the face by 
electing his bitterest enemy.” 

Talmadge campaigned on a 10- 
point platform which included re- 
duction of the national budget to 
$1,000,000,000 annually, opposition to 
old age pension provisions of the 
National Security Act and repeal of 
the Federal Income Tax which 
power he said should be left solely 
to the States. 

E. D. Rivers, Speaker of the 
Georgia House and former Tal- 
madge ally, kept pace with Russell 
in rolling up a wide lead over State 
Senate President Charles D. Red- 
wihe, Talmadge’s gubernatorial can- 
didate, and Judge Blanton Fortson, 
another anti-Talmadge.

John-H. Young Says He Told 
Lawyers in Two Cases There 
Was No Basis for Action. 


Dr. John H. Young, former X-ray 
director at Missouri Baptist Hos- 
pital, testified yesterday that, aft- 
er examining two prospective 
clients of Al F. Gerritzen and his 
brother, Leo W. Gerritzen, lawyers, 
for whom they later filed suits 
against the National Lead Co., he 
had told Al Gerritzen that, in his 
opinion, there was no basis on

| which to sue “from a standpoint of 
e OWN Oom occupational diseases.” 
, His testimony was given at a 


deposition hearing in connection 
with a suit pending in the Circujt 
Court, brought by the Gerritzen 
brothers against the National Lead 
Co., for $350 attorneys’ fees in the 
two cases, which were settled by 
the lead company. 

The two attorneys filed the suits 
for Paul Davis and John Staples, 
former employes of the company, 
claiming $15,000 damages for each, 
in the Circuit Court here, based 
on health impairment resulting 
from silicosis. 

Physicians’ Testimony. 

Dr. Young said he had examined 
Davis and Staples and on severai 
occasions afterward had conversa- 
tions with Al Gerritzen regarding 
the merits of those two cases and 
four others in which he had ex- 
amined the plaintiffs, and he told 
the attorney, he testified, that, in 
his opinion, it could not -be estab- 
lished that either Davis or Staples 
was afflicted with silicosis, as a 
result of his employment. 

The physician also testified that 
the two attorneys had assumed re- 
sponsibility for payment of the 
costs of the X-ray examinations, 
in answer to questions by counsel 
for the company, which is resist- 
ing the suit for attorney’s fees on

Al Gerritzen also denied he had 
assumed responsibility for payment

tal. He challenged his questioners 
to produce such a letter. The bill 
was still unpaid, he said, and he 
had informed a credit man from 
the Missouri Baptist Hospital only 
last week that he should collect the 
examination costs from Staples and 
Davis. 

He had informed his clients, he 
said, before the suits were institut- 
_ed, that they would have to pay all 
| Costs, including filing fees, which 
he denied he had promised his 
clients he would pay. “I think I 
have a receipt showing that Stap- 
les\gave me the $10 for filing fee,” 
the witness said. 

In a previous deposition John B. 
Hulsey of Desloge testified he had 
brought Staples to Gerritzen’s of- 
fice and the attorney had paid him 
$10 for this service, and promised 
him 20 per cent of the proceeds 
from the case. At the same hear- 
ing, George P. Towns of Cantwell, 
Mo., testified he brought Davis to 
Gerritzen’s office, and was paid 
$10, with a promise of the same 
commission.

R. E. Puls, Republican, 
Tells of Fraudulent Vot- 
ing for Riverfront Issue 
in Ward 4, Precinct 14.

The brazen manner in which bal-

of Jimmy Miller’s Four Ward 
were stuffed with fraudulent votes 
in the riverfront bond issue elec- 
tion is described in an affidavit 
given to the Post-Dispatch by Rob- 
ert E. Puls, who was a Republican 
judge in the Fourteenth Precinct 
of the Fourth Ward for that elec- 
tion. The polling place for that 
precinct was at 2602 Cass avenue. 

Puls’ sworn statement, published 
elsewhere in this edition, reflects 
the uncertainty of Fourth Ward 
wheel horses as to just what the 
big boss wanted them to do in that 
election. It will be recalled that 
not until Gov. Park got in touch 
with Miller the day before the elec- 
tion and virtually ordered him to 
support the bond issue did the 
Fourth Ward boss indicate that he 
would so so. 

Conflicting Orders. 

The word went out the night be- 
fore the election, Puls said, that 
the Fourth Ward was to “go solid” 
for the bonds, so the stuffing be- 
gan early the next day. But during 
the voting new orders were re- 
ceived “to let the people vote as 
they wanted.” After some con- 
fusion, during which more ballots 
were stuffed in the box, the pre- 
cinct officials accepted the new 
orders, Puls said, and thereafter 
“seemed like they didn’t care how 
the voting went.” 

Although the precinct was re- 
corded as voting in favor of the 
bonds, 213 to 134, Puls said he 
doubted that more than 30 persons 
actually voted there that day,” un- 
less it was mighty crowded when 
I was away.” He explained that 
he had been away two hours dur- 
ing the middle of the day, and for 
an\hour between 4 and 5 o'clock. 

No Effort to Count, He Says. 

When the polls in his precinct 
had closed, Puls said, no effort was 
made to determine how many had 
voted “yes” and how many “no,” 
but the number of ballots in the box 
was determined, checked with the 
poll list, and then the precinct offi- 
cials made an arbitrary division of 
the vote. 

Puls’ narrative documents with a 
specific instance, his account of 
fraudulent election and registration 
practices in the Fourth Ward which 
the Post-Dispatch published last 
Aug. 4. That story was based on 
Puls’ general experience as a Re- 
publican election official in various 
Fourth Ward precincts since 1933. 
Some years earlier he had served in 
other wards, but never before, he 
said, had he observed systematic 
fraud like that in the Fourth Ward 
where it is Jimmy Miller’s boast 
that he “votes ’em like a machine.” 

Dropped as Election Official. 

Puls, who is 65 years old, lives at 
2802% Cass avenue. His services as 
a precinct official were terminated 
by the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners last July 31. 

Significant in view of Puls’ state- 
ment that the voting was light in 
his precinct, although 347 ballots 
were officially recorded, is the state- 
ment of a member of the Citizens’ 
Non-Partisan Committee, which op- 
posed the bond issue, that he vis- 
ited all the polling places in the 
Fourth Ward between 2 and 3 p. m. 
on election day and found the vot- 
ing uniformly light. Few persons 
were observed in the polling places, 
he said, and at each place he in- 
quired how many persons had 
voted. He was told 16 in one pre- 
cinct, and that total was higher 
than given in any other reply, he 
said. 

This member of the committee 
was astonished the next day to read 
in the press that the Fourth Ward 
had put the bond issue over by 
nearly 4 to 1—with 3310 “yes” bal-

Voters Hard to Find. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter spent 


of the Fourth Ward, trying to find 
out how residents there voted in 
the bond election, so that the infor- 
mation he obtained could be com- 
pared with the results certified by 


ers. The precinct was one which 
appeared in the official returns to 
have voted 557 to 7 in favor of the 
bonds. 

The inquiry met with little suc- 
cess. Only about 60 per cent of the 
669 persons listed on the Election 
Board's registration list for the pre- 
cinct could be found and most of 
those with whom the _ reporter 
talked were suspicious and tight- 
lipped. The reporter did obtain af- 
fidavits from two persons and state- 
ments from two others that they 
had voted “no.” 

The reporter's inability to find 
nearly half of those listed as regis- 
tered voters a year ago is not sur- 
prising, as in the recanvare ordered 
by the Election Board just before 
the last primary election special 
deputy election commissioners re- 
ported they were not able to find 
4729 persons in the Fourth Ward,

were responsible for these signa- 
tures. Two of them, in an effort 
to disguise their writing, made 
curious scrawis, writing as badly 
as they could, when they attempted 
to write a voter’s signature. The 
third made no effort to disguise his 
writing.” 
Variations in Spelling. 

Besides the variations of writing 
discovered on comparison of the 
purported signatures of voters in 
the original book with those in the 
duplicate book, both of which, of 
course, should be in the same hand, 
Becker found variations in spelling 
—palpable evidence of fraud. Some 
of these are listed below, the first 
version of the voter’s name being 
taken from what purports to be his 
signature in the original registra- 
tion book, the second from his sup- 
posed signature in the duplicate 
book:

“In only one instance where I 
have classed a signature as forged,” 
Becker said, “is the signature in 
the same writing in both books, du- 
plicate and original. The exception 
is the registration on March 29, 
1934, of Eighty-one Jackson. Her 
‘signature’ is in a fine flowing hand 
in both books, but it is in the same 
hand as other entries in the book, 
and so could not be her writing.” 
Eighty-one Jackson is the wife of 
Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson, who 
at the time of that registration re- 
sided at the Marquette Hotel, 

Expert’s. Conclusions. 

“T can only conclude,” Becker 
said, that these 117 signatures in 
the column where the voters are 
supposed to sign could not be their 
own signatures. 

“There are two compelling rea- 
sons. The ‘signatures’ in the orig- 
inal and in the duplicate books have 
no similarity. When a voter signs 
the origina] registration book, he 
immediately signs the duplicate, 
and the signatures in both books 
should be identical. They are not. 

“Furthermore, it is apparent that 
in the case of the forged signatures 
in the original book, they were 
made by the same person who made 
the other entries on the same line 
in that book at the time the regis- 
tration was added. And it is ap- 
parent that another penman, at the 
same time, made the entries in the 
duplicate book and also wrote the 
signatures in that book.” 

Access to Books Not Easy. 

It is not easy, of course, to ob- 
tain access to the registration 
books in such manner that they 
can De altered or tampered with. 
They are open to public inspection 
at the office of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, but whenever 
they are exhibited there are two 
employes of the board, one a Dem- 
ocrat, one a Republican, stand at 
elbow of the person who has re- 
quested the book to see that it is 
not altered in any fashion. 

The books leave the office of the 
Election Commissioners only at 
registration and election days, 
when they are sent to the precinct 
polling places. There they are in 


custody of the four election 
judges, two Democrats and two Re- 
publicans.,

Boundaries of Precinct. 

The precinct where all this hap- 
pened is bounded by Fifteenth and 
Eighteenth streets, Pine street and 
Franklin avenue. It includes the 
Y. M. C. A. at 1528 Locust street, 
where there were 192 registered 
voters for the Aug. 4 primary, and 
only 54 were known to the man- 
agement. It includes also the Mack 
Hotel, 1533 Pine street ,domicile 
of 36 voters qualified to vote in 
the primary, according to the Elec- 
tion Board’s “revised and cor- 
rected” list of registration for the 
precinct, even though the hotel 
closed a week before the June 18 
registration and the building is now 
being wrecked. 

Registration figures in this pre- 
cinct, and in the whole Fifth Ward, 
had challenged attention previously 
because the ward was a principal 
battle ground in the Democratic 
factional fight last August which 
found the Dickmann-Kinney and 
Igoe-Miller factions of the party at 
swords’ points. 

Jimmy Miller, boss of the Fourth 
Ward, was out for Kinney’s scalp 
in the primary, figuring, as he told 
the Post-Dispatch, that he “had a 
right to a Senator up there.” The 
result of this bitter contest was that 
padding was heavier in the Fourth 
and Fifth Wards than in any 
other. 

Miller’s ward led in the total num- 
ber of registered woters who were 
“not found” in the Election Board’s 
recanvass, but Kinney’s ward was 
a little ahead in the percentage of 
“not founds” on the books. In Mil- 
lers’ ward the registration was 13,- 
671, of whom 4729 were “not found.” 
In Kinney’s Ward the registration 
was 13,401, of whom 4657 were “not 
found.” The “not founds” .in Miller's 
ward constituted 34.5 per cent of 
those registered; In Kinney’s ward 
they were 34.7 per cent. 

Law Regarding Registration. 

The Circuit Attorney’s office, 
when informed of today’s develop- 
ment in the registration fraud in- 
quiry, cited two sections of the laws 
as applicable. 

Section 10586 of Missouri statutes 
provides: 

“Under the column ‘signature’ in 
the registers, the applicant shall 
write his name. Should the ap- 
plicant for registration be unable 
to sign his name, he shall make 
oath to that effect, whereupon the 
judges shall note in the column 
‘remarks’ his age, height, the color 
of his eyes, the color of his hair, 
his weight as stated, and any 
marked physical disability or dis- 
tinction.” 

The penalty clause is contained 
in Section 10635, which provides: 

Every commissioner of election, 
judge of election, poll clerk, or oth- 
er officer or person having the 
custody of any * * * registry of vot- 
ers * * * who shall fraudulently 
make any entry, erasure or altera-

50,000-Y ear-Old Relics 
Of Man in English Cave 


Record of Life Up to 10,000 B. C. Contained in 


Charred Bones, Flint Implements and 
Large Duck Eggs. 


From the Manchester Guardian. 
Hidden beneath the too-learned 


name of speleologist the cave-hunt- 
er has an exciting time of it, and 
something of the glamour of his 
pursuits has been conveyed to the 
public by the holding of the first 
annual conference of the British 
Speleological Association at Buxton 
recently. 

It is ages since fhe mammoth 
roamed Derbyshire and, dying, left 
his remains for modern man to find 
‘and muse upon. His coeval, the 
rhinoceros, aleo died and left his 
relics there, and these, too, man 
found. Derbyshire was not then 
Derbyshire, neatly defined and col- 
ored on the map; but within what 
were to be its later boundaries evi- 
' dence of the existence of both these 
beasts of the pleistocene was, dur- 
ing last century, brought to. light. 

Purpose of Exploration. 

Was man their contemporary? It 
was an issue that gave rise to 
much digging in Europe more than 
60 years ago, when the. theory of 
man’s remote ancestry had not the 
acceptance it has today. It led to 
the first exploration ever undertak- 
en with some such purpose in mind 
of the caves of Derbyshire, and 
that, interestingly it may seem to 
some, by a clerical investigator, the 
Rev. Magins Mello, the incumbent 
of a parish near Chesterfield. 

Virtually all of what the county 
has yielded in the way of an- 
thropological knowledge has come 
from the caves of Creswell Crags, 
on the borders of Derbyshire and 
Nottinghamshire, and situated 
roughly between Chesterfield and 
Worksop. It was to Creswell Crags, 
| that Mr. Mello went, and, about 
| 1874-75, examined first what has 
since proved a perfect treasure- 
house of lore or ancient man, the 
now celebrated Pin Hole Cave. He 
found large bones which he did not 
understand. He supposed them to 
be the bones of extinct animals, and 
thus he got into touch with the late 
Prof. (afterward Sir) William Boyd 
Dawkins, who then took charge of

Man Coeval With Mammoth.

ancient monument. 


Complete Record of Excavation. 


The reason for this is not far to 
seek. Pin Hole Cave is today re- 
garded by archeologists as the most 
complete illustration of cave occu- 
pation so far discovered in Britain. 
Though the finds in it have not 
been exceptional in number, the sci- 
entific evidence they have yielded 
has been tremendous, and the result 
of its excavation is acomplete scien- 
tific record of its occupation. 


A type section of the deposit has 
been preserved in position at the 
rear of the cave, and is a record of 
the life of early man from, say, 50,- 
000 years ago to about 10,000 B. C. 
It shows a depth of 20 feet, with 
records of three occupations 
Mousterian times, separated by lay- 
ers which indicate glacial periods.

of a human figure ever found in 
this country. On one of the wails |

It dates 
from the Anrignacian age of 25,000 |

DAY'S BIRD WATCHING 
ON LAKE IN SWEDEN 


‘Englishman Tells of Seeing | 
| Swans in Line as Far 
| as Eye Could Reach. 


From the Manchester Guardian. 
STOCKHOLM, Sweden. — The 
great Lake Vattern (or Wetter), 
in Central Sweden, with its rocky 
| headlands and wooded shores, stony 
islets and wide expanse, is not such 
as can provide suitable nesting-sites 
|for birds that need big reedbeds 
and shallow stretches where they 
may feed at ease. On the rocky 
islands common gulls and common 
terns nest in plenty—as far from 
the sea as they can well be—and 
here and in other clear, deep lakes 
of the same kind red-breasted mer- 
gansers and black-throated divers 
find a home of their choice, not 
unlike those rivers and lakes in the 
Scottish Highlands where we know 
them so well. In the reeds in one 
shallow corner of the lake, where a 
green meadow ran down to the wa- 
ter’s edge, we came across a flour- 
ishing colony of _ § great-crested 
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grebes; but it was necessary to 
visit another lake of an entirely dif- 
ferent type to see water-birds breed- 
ing in any number. 

We had heard of this lake, a com- 
paratively small one, some seven 
and a half miles long and two to 
four miles wide, but in a town only 
a few miles distant we could learn 
little about it, nor could they tell 
us how to approach it and get a 
boat. We knew that it was a place 
famous for its swans, and, finding 
on the map a village called Svan- 
hals, we thought that this would 
make a good starting-place. Skirt- 
ing the marshes, we drove down a 
little lane where blue-headed wag- 
tails “chissick-ed” and whinchats 
flew from stump to stump; from 
the wet marsh, as we passed, rose 
mallards and shovelers and teal in 
considerable numbers, with a’ few 
of the less plentiful garganey 
among them; at the edge wood- 
sandpipers were feeding; and so 
on to Svanhals, with the figure of « 
swan on the top of its church tower. 
From the church we walked down 
a grassy lane to a vast meadow 
from which we could look across 
the lake, but between it and us lay 
a bed of reeds several hundred 
yards wide, and it was the lake that 
we had come to see. 

Like a Feathered Mouse. 

The meadow, however, had its at- 
tractions: it had been flooded and 
was still muddy in places, and in 
and out of the hummocks ran doz- 
ens of ringed plovers and dunlins; 
some of the-latter already had 
young that could fly, for it was 
late in June, but on one tiny hum- 
mock, “teed up” to escape the flood 
water, we found a dunlin’s nest with 
three eggs, from which the old bird 
ran, its feathers puffed out and its 
head carried low; it did not go 
more than two or three yards from 
us during the short time we were 
examining the nest, but ran in and 
out of the tussocks of grass like a 
feathered mouse. 

Turning away from the church 
with the swan, we drove onto a 
bridge across a broad dyke, where 
three unclad flaxen-haired boys, 
tanned all over a deep brown, were 
poling a punt through the reeds. 
This dyke led toward the lake, 
and we walked along the bank 
hoping to find a way down to the 
open water, but after a few hun- 
dred yards the water had reached 
the top of my waders; curlews were 
flying over the low herbage crying 
noisily; a snipe “chippered” near 
by, and in a shallow pool two love- 
ly dusky (or spotted) redshanks 
were wading together, birds I had 
never seen in their breeding haunts 
before, though familiar with them 
on migration in Cheshire; pochards, 
too, were flying up from the pools, 
where doubtless already their 
youngsters were swimming. 

We could go no farther, but on 
our way back we saw on the oppo- 
site side of the dyke a farmer and 
his small son, who had brought 
their cattle to water. We succeeded 
in explaining our wants, and into a 
little ramshackle home-made punt 
we got with the boy. We passed 
slowly along the dyke through a 
marsh forever reminding us of the 
Norfolk Broads, a resemblance that 
seemed all the more real as a swal- 
low-tailed butterfly flew over our) 
| heads. 
| Marsh Harrier Driven Off. 

As we pushed our way slowly 


coots, both old and young, were 
there by the hundred, and some of 
their nests still held eggs; and 
great-crested grebes with large 
youngsters or little ones riding on 
their backs were common, for a 
lake of this nature is their typical 
during the search that followed, a 
long-threatened thunderstorm broke 
and I was able to watch it in the 
comparative comfort of a warm 
bath from which only my head pro- 
truded. And how that small boy 
laughed, though he had recovered | 
enough to say good-by with a deep 
bow and a handshakea few minutes 
later.

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FLYERS DISLIKE OPEN 
COCKPIT IN WINTER 


Clothes Inadequate at 10 Be- 
low; Mental Distress, Loss of 
Morale Said to Follow. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10. — Fear 
and panic generated in military 
pilots by extreme cold when flying 
at high altitudes is forcing aban- 
donment of the old open cockpit 
type of airplane. 

Capt. Harry G. Armstrong, direc- 
tor of the army’s physiological re- 
search laboratory at Wright Field, 
writing in the Military Surgeon, de- 
clared that as cold increases the 
heavy winter flying suits used by 
service flyers become ineffective 
and “we find progressive mental 
distress, loss of morale, indifference 
or distaste for the mission, a ten- 
dency to panic and finally stupor 
and death.” 

Loss 19 Per Cent. 

For this reason, he declared, tests 
on 35 pilots and observers have 
shown that the higher efficiency of 
planes with open cockpits is more 
than offset by a loss of efficiency 
in the men who handle them, the 
net loss in efficiency being about 
19 per cent. 

Heavy flying clothing is definitely 
a handicap, Capt. Armstrong said, 
and protects the flyer only from 
freezing temperature down to about 
10 degrees above zero. “Most pilots 
lose some degree of confidence while 
wearing winter flying clothing, be- 
ing conscious of the fact that they 
are not then so able to control the 
airplane, operate equipment, or ‘bail 
out’ in an emergency.” 

New Planes Covered. 

In contrast, it was recalled that 
on the first flight of Admiral Rich- 
ard E. Byrd’s party over the South 
Pole the group*wore comparatively 
light clothing in their cabin plane 
and Pilot Bernt Balchen flew the 
ship without gloves or mittens. 

Many planes purchased by both 
the army and navy recently have 
retained the old open-cockpit con- 
struction, but the new high speed 
heavy bombers and many observa- 
tion ships are cabin type or are con- 
structed with transparent covers

LIBERTARIAN SYSTEM

PORT BOU, Spain, Sept. 10—A 
new Spanish Government, stripped 
of existing regulations governing 
individual liberty, was advocated to- 
day by Antonio Moreno, acting gen- 
eral secretary of the Workers’ Con- 
federation, who reads gas meters 
for a living. 

He called the Leftist officials in 
Madrid “a pack of fools” and out- 
lined these principal points for his 
proposed Iberian Confederation of 
Self-Governing Libertarian Com- 


munes: 

Free love, abolition of private 
property; abolition of the state; 
abolition of the principle of author- 
ity; nationalization of wealth and 
all productive activity, and confisca- 
tion of superfluous clothes and 
household goods. 

Moreno said members of his ex- 
tremist National Confederation of 
Labor were deeply dissatisfied with 
the “timid policy” of the Madrid 
administration. He said: “Hence- 
forth we will hold the Government 
directly responsible for anything 
that happens if it tries to place ob- 
stacles in our path.” 

The statement was issued as he 
sat in the chair of the Mother Su- 
perior of Sacred Heart Convent, 
which has been transformed into 
headquarters for the Federation's 
National Committee. 

Outside his office, anarchist sol- 
diers quarreled over prospective 
problems of Government adminis- 
tration. 

Next door, other soldiers carried 
in loads of gold crowns, religious 
treasures seized from churches, and 
gold and silver articles confiscated 
from Rightist homes. 

The loads were taken through 
Moreno’s office to the convent as- 
sembly hall, which was jammed 
with piles of valuables. Without 
ceremony, the treasures were 
dumped into heaps three and four 
feet high throughout the hall, 

“All that is for the Government,” 
Moreno said. “I handed over l,- 
114,000 pesetas (currently $144,820) 
worth to the authorities last week.” 

He said his organization was de- 
termined to maintain a close ailli- 
ance with the workers’ revolution- 
ary organization, extreme Social- 
ists. The two groups would work 
for similar aims, Moreno declared, 
even if such procedure meant some 
of their individual desires might be 
delayed during the process.

cussion of the question of regions, and 

some of the supporters of the “region” 
concept have gone so far as to suggest the 
creation of regions having administrative 
and legislative power interposed as another 
level of government—a multiplication of gov- 
ernments. 

From a recognition of the fact that many 
of the social, economic and physical prob- 
lems are regional in character and not lim- 
ited by state lines, and from the studies of 
this fact, it has been but a ready jump to 
the assumption that a regional governmental 
organization was a happy method of ob- 
taining solutions of such group problems. 
But is it? 

How will such a region be delimited—by 
geography or function, by river basin, coal- 
bearing area or perhaps by particular type 
of agricultural production? If regions are 
delimited according to one of these charac- 
teristics, how will an area having a number 
of these types of characteristics be assigned? 
There is possibly some confusion of thought 
on this subject. Let us take this State (Vir- 
ginia) as a case in point. 

The economic, social and physical prob- 
lems of Virginia are shared with other 
states in many ways and many directions, 
and in varying volumes. In the realm of 
agricultural economics, Virginia shares with 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Tennessee and Kentucky the problems aris- 
ing from the processes of tobacco produc- 
tion and tobacco marketing. With respect 
to mineral resources, Virginia shares with 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Alabama, and to a cer- 
tain extent with Indiana, Illinois, lowa, Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Oklahoma, in those prob- 
lems arising in connection with the produc- 
tion and marketing of coal.

In the realm of those resources taken from 
the sea, Virginia shares with North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Maryland, Delaware and New 
England the problems of distribution and 
marketing the products of commercia! fish- 
eries, and in competitive markets meets the 
industries of the states on the Gulf. In the 
industrial world, Virginia shares in the pro- 
duction of rayon with Massachusetts, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Tennessee and 11 
other states, and with New England, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and Ala- 


W: have recently had considerable dis- 


.bama in the cotton textile industry. It also 


shares its rivers with Maryland, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and West Virginia. 

The very plain fact is that in the case of 
Virginia, the lines of certain regional area 
problems refuse to coincide with those of 
certain other regional area problems, and 
for the problems of this State, the region 
which would encompass them all would be 
so extensive it would cease to be a con- 
venient unit. Nor is this all, for in the ter- 
ritory included in such a region there would 
necessarily be other states which would 
have interlocking interests with still other 
areas outside of the region embracing the 
Virginia problems and thus a need for 
further regional extension. 

Any division of the country inte regions 
with limits fixed with relation to one set 


{ .of problems would arbitrarily divide the

areas of other problems, and these last 
questions could be handled by inter-regional 
co-operation or by some superior governing 
unit, so that all which would be accom- 
plished by the new order of things would be 
a multiplication of problems both intra and 
inter-regional. For each problem isolat- 
ed by the regional system, a new one would 
arise to plague the regions and call for 
further and further extension of regional 
boundaries and the elimination of the re- 
gions overlapped until there would remain 
but one region, bounded by Canada, Mexico, 
the Gulf and the two great oceans. 

A further point to be considered in con- 
nection with this regional doctrine is the 
question as to whether the regional author- 
ity is to be state-like, with general sover- 
eignty, or to have only delegated powers, 
like the Federal Government. If the for- 
mer, then there is conflict of sovereigns, 
and if the latter, nothing has been accom- 
plished which could not have been done 
under the present constitutional forms. 

. * . 


The setting up of the regional organiza- 
tions as additional leveis of government be- 
tween the states and the Federal Govern- 
ment is, of course, unthinkable under our 
present system, but, if possible, it should 
not be done for the reason that it would tend 
to weaken the Federal Union. This country 
has experienced one experiment in regional- 
ism the effects of which still persist. 

It is believed that the regiona) govern- 
ment scheme as a method of interstate co- 
operation may be dismissed from further 
consideration and attention given to those 
methods which do not involve the creation of 
new governments. 

Our governmental system being what it 
is, our interstate problems, except in a rel- 
atively few cases, must be handled by the 
states severally as sovereign bodies or joint- 
ly through interstate compacts, or by the 
Federal Government. Thomas Jefferson said: 
“It is not by the consolidation, or concentra- 
tion of powers, but by their distribution, 
that good government is effected.” 


DECLINE OF THE SALES TAX.

ALES taxes, considered by many to be 

primarily a depression source of revenne, 
appear to be on the wane. So far, five of 
the 28 states that enacted sales tax meas- 
ures at one time or another within the last 
few years have dropped them. Of 21 states 
that now have such taxes in force, 11 of 
them are collecting the taxes under laws 
which will expire in 1937. 

Not only does this indicate that sales taxes 
are unpopular, but also that the people are 
not at all convinced that such measures are 
needed. In most states, sales taxes have 
been earmarked for particular funds. mostly 
for schools and old-age pensions. This has 
served to secure the politica] support of 
groups interested in these particular activ- 
ities. But good budgeting requires that all 
taxes go into the general fund and that the 
general fund be distributed to the best and 
most necessary activities of the Government.

IDEAD SEA BECOMING 
COMMERCIALLY ALIVE 


Plant to Take Potash From 
Salty Waters Starts Build- 
ing Boom on Its Shore. 


By the Associated Press. 

| JERUSALEM, Sept. 10 —The Dead 
Sea, one of the strangest bodies 
| of water in the world, is coming to 
| life, commercially speaking. 

Lying 1300 feet below the level of 
the Mediterranean, receiving an in- 
flow of 6,000,000 tons of water daily 
from the River Jordan without an 


outlet, the Dead Sea has interested 
archeologists and geologists for cen- 
turies. 

Today, where once Sodom and 
Gomorrah stood, where David took 
refuge, where Herod and Marianne 
fled when the Parthians captured 
Jerusalem in 42 B. C., a new potash 
works with 30,000 tons capacity an- 
nually, has started a building boom. 
Resorts put up by British capital 
are bringing thousands of visitors 
to the sea each winter, and homes 
and industrial buildings are spring- 
ing up. 

The Dead Sea is the only source 
of potash and bromine available 
to Great Britain, and it | will 
come in handy in case of war. 

The process at the new plant, 
though simple because of the nat- 
ural function of the sea itself, re- 
quires three shifts of 430 laborers. 
The brine is pumped from the bot- 
tom of the sea through wooden 
pipes into pans, which are arranged 
to allow a slow movement of the 
brine from one pan to the next. 
In the course of the flow, the brine 
becomes more and more concentrat- 
ed until common salt precipitates. 
The next step produces carnallite, 
or crude potash, which is shipped 
to refineries. 

By contrast to ordinary ocean 
water, which contains from 4 to 6 
per cent of salts, the Dead Sea con- 
tains 25 per cent. No animal life 
is able to live in its waters, and 
very little vegetable life. 

The evaporation from *+*- sea, its 
only outlet causes strange-looking 
blue-white clouds to float overhead, 
giving it a fantastic sheen from a 
distance. 


BANK OF MEXICO GIVEN NEW 
STATUS IN MONETARY SETUP

al Reserve—“Fiscal Tribunal” 
an Innovation.

MEXICO, D. F., Sept. 10.—A bank- 
ing setup similar in many ways 
to the United States Federal Re- 
serve System has emerged from 
President Lazaro Cardenas’ latest 
shaking up of Mexico’s monetary 
system.

1, of an entirely autonomous “fiscal 
tribunal” to rule on all questions 
coming up between the state and 
private individuals.

MARION COUNTY TO VOTE ON 
MERGING 2 COUNTY OFFICES 


Recent Death of Official Caused 
Division of Clerk and Recorder's 
Duties as Under 1933 Act. 

Special to the Post-Dispateh. 
PALMYRA, Mo., Sept. 10.—Marion 
County will hold a referendum in 
the general election Nov. 3, as to 
whether or not the offices of clerk 


of the circuit court and recorder of 
deeds will remain separated under 
the 1933 law, or whether the two 
offices shall be consolidated as they 
were prior to 1933. If the referen- 
dum carries the consolidation would 
be effective Jan. 1, 1939. 

Under the 1933 law the two offices 


in Marion County were just recent- 
ly separted when Gov. Park ap- 
pointed Edwin Smith, a son of the 
late Circuit Clerk and Recorder 
Thad R. Smith, as circuit clerk, and 
Mrs. Frances E. Johnson, as re- 
corder. Thad R. Smith was first 
elected to the two offices in 1930. 
He served four years and just after 
the 1933 law was passed, he was 
elected to a second term as clerk in 
1934. Because no successor had been 
elected as recorder he had contin- 
ued to hold both offices until his 
death about 10 days ago. 

At the death of the official, 
Prosecuting Attorney Walter Still- 
well ruled that under the 1933 law 
the two offices should be separated. 
This opinion was upheld by Attor- 
ney-General Roy McKittrick. The 
1933 law, officials state” provided 
for the separation of the offices of 
circuit clerk and recorder of deeds 
in counties with a population of 20,- 
000 or more. It also provided that 
counties of that class may vote by 
referendum as to whether or not 
they wanted the offices again com- 
bined.

Maharajah Uses Special 


Protect Caste 


Tours England to Get Western Slant Long 
Held by Young Liberals in 
His Country. 


From the Manchester Guardian. 

The Maharajah of Mysore has 
been touring this country in a spe- 
cial train to secure himself against 
breaches of caste restrictions. He 
is an interesting phenomenon be- 
cause being more modest than most 


of his princely peers he has chosen 
to play in his State not the benevo- 
lent autocrat but rather a part ap- 
proximating to that of a constitu- 
tional monarch. He has come to 
England at last because having a 
liberal outlook he has long been 
anxious to get a better insight into 
the working of Western social, eco- 
nomic, and political systems which 
the young generation in India de- 
sire to adopt. He did not come soon- 
er, partly because being a good 
Conservative by temperament he 
cherishes a certain contempt for 
those bright young princes who are 
more interested in their European 
tours than in the wishes and needs 
of their subjects; partly also be- 
cause for a Hindu maharajah anx- 
ious to respect caste ordinances a 
tour to Europe is an expensive and 
troublesome undertaking. 

But if he is an orthodox Hindu 
how has he come to Europe at all? 
Is not crossing the black water 
rigidly prohibited? Nothing in Hin- 
duism is rigid. Contrary to the 


caste system are flexible, _ elastic, 


common opinion, Hinduism and its}. 


rules for the lower castes were in 
the main imitations or adaptations 
of the stricter Brahminical practice. 
Breach of rules involved temporary 
or permanent outcasting. The pen- 
alty attached to acts, not thoughts. 
Provided that you observed the 
rules, you might ridicule them. 
Hence no pains were taken to make 
the rules rational. The shadow or 
sight of a man of a lower caste 
might defile food. Clean water from 
a mug cleansed by a European 
would bring pollution, but dirty wa- 
ter from the hands of a Brahmin 
would be safe and pure. The purity 
of food depended on the caste, not 
the cleanliness of the cook. 
Brahmins thus acquired a domi- 
nant position in this profession. A 


Brahmin might cook for any caste. 
If he did there could be no though 
of impurity. There was once an In- 
dian rajah who kept a Swiss doctor 
—no doubt the son of a hotel keep- 
er. For years the Swiss struggled 
to get the Rajah down into his 
kitchen to see the appalling filth 
there. In vain. The Rajah was too 
wise. He knew that orthodox Hin- 
duis man approve only one method 
of kitchen.reform. That is the in- 
stallation of a Brahmin cook. Then 
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the spiritual purity of the food is 
guaranteed. As to its physical clean- 
liness—so long as the taste is all 
right, why bother?

and infinitely adaptable to time and 
circumstance. Certainly 100 years 
ago crossing the black water was 
one of the greatest transgressions. 
There was then no obvious reason 
why the Hindu should go abroad, 
and there was an evident danger 
that if he did he might bring back 
new and subversive ideas. But ag 
time went on it was seen that visits 
to Europe brought new knowledge, 
and with knowledge power. The 
enterprising transgressors could 
therefore not be kept within the old 
bounds. It became wiser instead 
to draw a revenue from them. In— 
stead of being finally excommuni- 
cated they were restored to caste 
on making a suitable atonement at 
the discretion of the caste Pan- 
droyat. 
Swindling Revenue. 

As the flow of middle-class visi- 
tors to Europe increased the cost 
of reinstatement in caste had to be 
drastically reduced for fear of a 
combined revolt. Even so, conscien- 
tious and argumentative people of 
Mr. Gandhi’s type were apt to re- 
fuse to pay even an anna for , do- 
ing what they held to be no sin. 
The revenue which orthodoxy de- 
rives from middle-class voyagers is 
' therefore miserably shrunk. But 
'when an orthodox maharajah 
| makes the tour orthodoxy has still 
its chance. For the Brahmin has 
‘long ago learnt to apply the rule 
“From each according to his abil- 
ity,” and an orthodox maharajah 
'does not care publicly to quarrel 
with the orthodox authorities. 

We should not, however, suppose 
that the Maharajah observes caste 
'rules either simply for fear of the 
Brahmin pundits or because he re- 
| gards them as divine ordinances of 
universal validity. Probably, being 
a good conservative, he accepts 
' them as valuable aids to self-dis- 
cipline in his own case. 

No doubt these rules handicap 
him in his effort to learn all that 
Europe has to teach, but at least he 
is freer than the Maharajah of 
Travancore, who has only recently 
got permission to visit Northern In- 
dia. This ruler is indeed unfor- 
tunate. It is in his country that 
Brahmin statecraft has displayed 
the utmost boldness. Brahminical 
tradition even ventured to assert 
|| that the land itself belonged by 
right of conquest to the Brahmins 
_and had been handed over by them 
to kings in trust to administer on 
their behalf. The Maharajah there, 
| like the Maharajah of Mysore, is 
no Brahmin, but of middle 
caste. That makes it all the more 

_important for him to conserve and 
|| enhance the degree of purity which 
he possesses, and the Brahmins 
|| used to see to it that he had time 
for little else. Even after an inter- 
_view with the British Resident he 
must take a bath to remove the 
pollution. Hence all! interviews with 
the Resident used to be fixed for 
an hour before 6 a. m. so that one 
bath might serve to remove at once 
both the British taint and the pol- 
lution of the darkness. 

Protection of Food. 

Whence come all these ideas of 
ceremonial purity? Most of them 
are concerned with securing the pur- 
ity, at least the ceremonial purity, 
of a caste man’s food and drink. 
The anthropologists derive them 
from the realm of magic, primitive 
_matural science, very bold and far- 
reaching inductions from a very in- 
sufficient basis cf observed facts. A 
man gets ill after receiving food 
from a stranger. Hence all food of- 
fered by strangers is impure and 
dangerous. However that may be, it 
seem that in India as far back ss 
the written records go there were 
Brahmin specialists developing and 
molding this pseudo-science with an 
instrument of priestly statecraft. In 
; the Vedic age attention was concen- 
trated on the sacrifice. Good house- 
holders and good kings were 

| warned to perform the most elab- 
|| orate daily, fortnightly, yearly and 
occasional! sacrifices with the assist- 
ance of an expert and suitably rec- 
ommended staff of Brahmin priests. 
We hear much of the wicked free 
thinkers of the age, who neglected 
their sacrifices and of the dreadful 
fate that awaited them. 

After the rise and decline of 
Buddhist monasticism the emphasis 
had shifted from the sacrifice to’ 
| | caste rules. These rules concerned | 
not only marriage, but also food and 
drink to secure the standard of pur- 
ity to which the caste aspired. The

| As may be seen, both North and 
South bid their hands up to the very 
hilt. None of their bids really was 
bad, but. every one (except North's 
take-out double) was questionable. 
The cumulative effect naturally was 
to land them in a contract on which 
few banking houses would loan 
money. 

Even the fact that West chose to 
open the king of spades did not de- 
light Mr. Malowan when he.saw the 
dummy. (West felt there was no fu- 
ture in a diamond opening, since he 
had too many of them. He hoped to 
find partner with either the ace or 
queen of spades.) Dummy won the 
first lead with the ace and, with 
outward poise, but, I am certain, 
inward quaking, declarer made the 
one play that would give him a 
chance for contract. He led a low 
trump from the dummy.

] that the declarer was in a quan- 

dary for his second play, he 
might have analyzed his defense 
more carefully. As it was, it never 
occurred to him that his partner 
might hold the ten of trumps. He 
clattered. up with the king, and re- 
turned the ace and another heart 
on- the assumption that West had 
the spades stopped with the queen, 
that he himself had clubs stopped, 
and that declarer could thus be de- 
prived of diamond ruffs. But, on 
winning the third round of trumps, 
dummy’s ace and king of clubs were 
laid down, followed by a 
round which declarer ruffed. The 
queen dropping from East's hand 
established the fourth and fifth 
clubs as good tricks. South had only 
to enter the dummy with a spade 
and then discard his remaining two 
diamonds (he already had discard- 
ed one on the club king) for not 
only his doubled contract but an 
overtrick as well. 

It is easy to observe that East's 
defense was far from good, but the 
point is that Mr. Malowan made his 
position as difficult as possible. It 
should be observed that, with the 
bad trump combination in the 
North-South hands, it was almost 
-futile to try to avoid losing three 
trump tricks by any straightfor- 
ward play. Even if the high hon- 
ers had been split between the East- 
West hands, dummy always could 
be ruffed down by diamond leads, 
and in that way the defenders could 
assure themselves of a third trick 
in trumps. There was, of course, 
the danger that the king of spades 
opening lead had been a singleton, 
and the further danger that East 
might hold the ace-king-ten of 
trumps, but if that bad lay of cards

the very seeds of that character 
may be floating in his blood, or, 
more accurately, in the germ cells 
that he carries, without ever visi- 
bly affecting him. By the laws of 
heredity, all of these things which 
do not show either in his body or 
mind may, indeed most certainly 


will, if he chances to marry a wom- 
an who is carrying the same fam- 
ily skeletons within her germ cells, 
be transmitted and show once more 
in full force in his children. 

On the other hand, it is a joy to 
have learned from the modern dis- 
coveries about the laws of heredity 
that, although a man may be car- 
rying a few of the grinning skele- 
tons of the family in a portion of 
his germ cells, he is always carry- 
ing a vast treasury of its virtues. 
These virtues may also be equally 
unknown to him and fail to be ex- 
hibited in his life or character. He 
may be a worthless, ne’er-do-well 
himself, yet he may be carrying to 
broad human sympathy of some no- 
ble ancestor, the courage, grace and 
charm of some unknown forbear. It 
is a happy thing to find that while 
a man may be carrying the ves- 
tiges of a few defects, such as in- 
sanity, epilepsy, feebleness of mind 
and will, he may also be carrying a 
thousand potential glories which 
are just as likely—indeed, much 
more likely—to crop out in full 
bloom in the children as are the 
taints and stains upon the family 
escutcheon. 

I say the virtues are more likely 
to crop out than the defects. This 
is for two reasons: first there are 
far more of them, and, second, most 
of the defects that still remain in 
the human family seem to behave 
in. heredity considerably like reces- 
sives, while the virtues behave more 
like dominants, If you remember, 
dominants never skip a generation, 
but true recessives may skip one or 
a hundred generations. It seems 
probable, therefore, in the course 
of evolution, that defects that came 
out in every generation would be 
more likely to be weeded out. Their 
possessors would not be able to sur- 
vive in the struggle. On the other 
hand, a creature might be a strong 
and able individual and yet be car- 
rying any number of recessive de- 
fects. They would not affect him 
as an individual. They would mere- 
ly be carried in his germ cells and 
also in the germ cells of his de- 
scendants. But if one of his de- 
scendants should chance to mate 
with another individual that car- 
ried the same kind of defective 
germ cells, then the defect would 
show up in full force in a portion 
of the offspring, even though no 
ancestor had shown the defect for 
many generations. 

+ + * 
HIS is what fools people when 
they say a thing is not inherited. 
Until recently it fooled the scien- 
tists. Chares Darwin puzzled about 
it all his life. It was only after his 
death that the mystery was ex- 
plained. And, strange to say, this 
discovery, namely, that there are 
two kinds of qualities—dominants 


and recessives—helps greatly to ex- 
plain the mystery of the occasional 
defective child that occurs when the 
parents are cousins. It also explains 
equally well why the children of 
cousin marriages are often superior, 
and why, if cousin marriages are 
continued for many generations in 
a good healthy family, it builds up 
great and able breeds. If the orig- 
inal stock was good the descend- 
ants, for a long time at least, keep 
getting better and better; if it was 
bad, they get worse and worse. 
Although Charles Darwin did not 
understand these facts of heredity, 
he unwittingly transmitted a large 
share of his own genius and that of 
the great artist and inventor, Josiah 
Wedgwood, to his sons by marrying 
one of his cousins, Miss Wedgwood. 
Four of his sons have ranked among 
the great Englishmen of the past 
generation. Some time ago I exam- 


ined the pedigrees of the Bach and 
the Kemble families. In both fam- 
ilies there were numerous cousin 
marriages. In the Bach family I 
counted 20 famous musicians and 
13 others of high musical talent 
within five generations. The family 
culminated in the genius of Johann 
Sebastian Bach, who is ranked by 
many competent critics as the 
greatest musician of all time, Like- 
wise, in the Kemble family I count- 
ed 20 famous actors and actresses 
within five generations, the culmi- 
nating figure being Sarah Siddons, 
one of the greatest actresses in the 
history of the stage. 

We find the same thing to be true 
if we study the pedigrees of our 
great breeds of dogs, hogs, cattle, 
race horses and saddle horses. In 
fact, the matings here have been 
much closer than that of cousins. 
It is the only way great breeds can 


possibly be built up and maintained. 
This was true in the family of the 
Ptolemies of Egypt. Arthur Weigall 
shows in his “Life and Times of 
Cleopatra” that there had been nu- 
merous brother and sister and uncle 
and niece marriages which kept the 
great genius of Ptolemy I running 
through the family blood for three 
centuries. While, of course, no one 
now advocates marriages closer 
than first cousins, yet the Ptole- 
mies gave Egypt a brilllant and 
polished civilization by the sheer 
energy, character and intelligence 
of their members; and Weigall 
maintains that Cleopatra, who was 
the daughter of Ptolemy X and his 
sister, was really a woman of im- 
mense abilities and, fundamentally, 
a woman of lofty character. He 
maintains that, although she was 
engaged to marry her brother, she 
gave this up and became the mis- 
tress of Caesar, as a sacrifice to 
save her country. Be that as it 
may, many of the greatest men and 
women who ever lived have been 
the outcome of generations of 
cousin marriages, of marriages 
even closer than this. 

Indeed, it is the only way we can 
build up not only great breeds but 
permanently weak and foolish 
breeds.

In contrast, the dull 
strain soon becomes so idiotic that 
they cannot feed themselves. Pretty 
much the same thing has happened 


in human strains. 
> . e 
T then selecting the ones with 
which you wish to continue yéur 
experiment and discarding the re- 
mainder is called “analyzing the 
stock.” By this.process it is quite 
possible to analyze a strain of corn 
or wheat or rats or dogs, so that 
within a few generations, practical- 
ly all the defects can be bred out, 
or as many defects retained for 
study as the experimenter may de- 
sire. But the main thing is we dis- 
cover by these experiments that 
cousin matings, and even closer 
matings, produce both good and bad 
results. Evidently then, there is 
something besides the mere cousin 
matings that produces these oppo- 
site effects. It was in order to 
uncover precisely what this mys- 
terious something was that many 
years ago Drs. Edwin M. East and 
Donald F. Jones, biologists of Har- 
vard, began analyzing, by this 
method of experimental breeding, 
severa] strains of corn. Since corn, 
like many other plants, is self-fer- 
tilized, that is, fertilized from its 
own germ-cells—its pollen grains— 
this is a far closer inbreeding than 
is possible with animals. 

In their main experimental strains 
the results were amazing. The corn 
degenerated rapidly. All sorts of 
blasts, defects and stunted growths 
appeared. Many of the offspring 
proved sterile. Many valuable char- 
acters were entirdly lost. By the 
fifth or sixth generation any one

Of course this is an untechnical 
explanation but essentially true. 
With self-bred corn one can be ab- 
solutely sure the inbreeding did not 
produce the injury. With inbred 
animals we can be almost as sure. 
Dr. Helen D. King of the University 
of Pennsylvania has inbred rats for 
many generations—I believe now 
over 100. All the defects showed 
up within a few generations. Thus 
her stock was analyzed. From then 
on she has produced the purest and 
finest breed of rats in all rat his- 
tory. 

So the mystery doth defective 
and superior children from cousin 
marriages turns out to be very sim- 
ple.

Unfortunately, we have 
no human families that are pure- 
bred, that is, which have been com- 
pletely analyzed. Therefore, an oc- 
casional defective child comes from 
the finest ancestry; also an occa- 
sional genius comes from rather or- 
dinary—but never from feeble-mind- 
ed—ancestry. The lesson of it all is 
clear; cousin marriages from good 
stocks should be encouraged and 
from bad stocks should be abso- 
lutely forbidden. Each case should 
be submitted to a biologist trained 
in such matters. But ere long this 
will be done with all marriages. It 
is only in this way that we can ever 
produce a truly sound and healthy 


human family.
